OSE SHIPS AND TORPEDO BOATS 


Block the Harbor 


KING EDWARD ACTS AS PEACEMAKER 
BETWEEN JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 


New York, Feb, 24—Admiral 
Togo h idently tried, as Rear 
Admiral Sesnpson did at Santiago, 
to bottle ug the opposing fleet in a 
narrow meek harbor. While re- 
ports are Conflicting, it is clear 
that an atfempt was made to send 
in steamers, old transports prob- 
ably, and sink them in the channel 
which in gome cases is not more 
than oné>hundred yards wide. 
Details are Jacking, but it is not 
likely thatihe daring attempt was 


successful. It may safely be as- 
sumed that the Russians bad the 
regular vedette of destroyers and 
cruisers well out from the entrance 
and that aw inner lire of torpedo 
boats and launch pickets was 
maintained. With these to give 
the alarm, the chances are strong 
that the Japanese ships were sunk 
by the firegof the forts and cruis- 
ers long before reaching the nar- 
row channél and ata point where 
there is plenty of room for ships 
to pass, Marlier reports that the 
Japanese lost four battleships or 
cruisers aré explained by the lat- 
er news, Fire ships are not used 
in modern warfare. London was 
depressed and Paris elated by the 
earlier despatches, announcing a 
Japanese disaster. St. Peters- 
burg was greatly excited over 
semi-official news ofa great Rus- 
sian victory, but no official details 
were vouchsafed and the puzzled 
rsed. Admiral Alex- 
‘ ee stated that the 
stameetillopen, The navi- 
the Admiral reports that the Jap- 
anese ships were sunk is not more 
than 350 yards wide, Two large 
transports swinging across the 
channel would nearly block such a 
passage, but as the attempt with 
the Merrimac at Santiago showed, 
it is not easy to handle ships un- 
der such circumstances and the 
vessels were partly beached broad- 
side on. The Japanese treaty 
with Corea is asurprise to diplo- 
mats, It is conaidered that it 
might make effective France’s 
agreement to come to Russian’s 
aid, should the latter power be- 
come involved in a war with two 
nations.

|. FARM AND RANCH BELLS. 


The Various Processes That Enter 
Into Their Making. 

Cow bells that chime on the western 
plains, sheep bells that tinkle on the 
big American sheep ranches, bells for 
grazing horses and mules and, accord- 
ing to Popular Mechanics, all kinds of 
bells for the farm and ranch are made 
in one factory, which stands on a hill- 
side street in a little town in Connectl- 
cut. tL 

The metal for the bells is received at 
the factory in large, flat sheets of thin 
iron direct from the rolling mill and is 
passed under a steam driven cutter, 
which turns out the properly shaped 
pieces like patterns for a double bladed 
ax. Then a ring for a clapper is fas- 
tened into the center of each piece, 
and it is spanned with a little fron 
strap for a handle. Finally the plece 
is bent down into the familiar bell 
shape and its sides riveted together on 
the anvil. 

The bell {s now in shape, but it still 
lacks toue and color. ‘These are gained 
by a coating of brass and a bath ina 
fiery furnace. In nests of four or five 
the bells, ranging in size from the lit- 
tle three lunch sheep bells to the seven 
fnch cow bells, are placed, with a mix- 
ture of charcoal and brass filings be- 
tween them, in plumbago crucibles, the 
lids of which are held in place by a 
plastering of wet clay. These are then 
immersed in the fire. Within the cru- 
cibles the brass spreads itself in a thin 
coating over the imprisoned bells, and 
the bell obtains its clear note. All that 
needs be done afterward is to burnish 
the bells, which is done by throwing 
them with a few leather scraps inioa 
big revolving cylinder, in which they 
polish: themselves. se
